Extreme Family 

It's a huge one, with all the hard 
work, friction and fun that you’d 
expect. Every meal is a major 
operation, and every bit of drama is 
multiplied by a hundred and one. 


A Dog’s World 

The series favours the animals’ 
point of view, and the Dalmatians 
live independently of humans, ina 
house specially adapted for dogs. 


Collectability 

Just keeping track of 99 puppies 
and remembering all their names is 
a challenge, but they each have 
unique personalities. 


London 

The series is specifically set in 21st 
century London, and is infused with 
the vital and diverse personality of 
the UK’s capital city. 
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Dylan and Dolly are diamond dogs — 
the eldest kids in a big barking blended 
family of 97 siblings, step-siblings and 
rescue pups picked up along the way. 
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They all live together in a big house at 
number 101, Dalmatian Street, Camden 
Town, London. 


In this world, animals come first and 
humans are secondary. Animals can 
understand humans and each other 
—but humans cannot understand 
animals. Domesticated animals 
control their human “owners” and 
treat them like pets, while co- 
existing with urban wildlife of all 
shapes and sizes. 
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The Dalmatians are unique in the 
city, because they are the only 
family of domesticated animals 
living in their own house specially 
adapted for dogs living 
independently. Of course, the 
snobbier neighbours look down on 
them because they don’t have a 
human like everyone else. 


But the truth is that there IS a 
human, it’s just that he’s not like 
other pets. Nobody’s ever actually 
seen Dodie McDot, the elderly 
artist owner of 101 Dalmatian 
Street, mainly because he lives on 
an island far, far away and only 
communicates with our doggies via 
phone, skype or international bank 
transfer. An eccentric recluse with a 


life-long polka-dot fixation, he 
bankrolled this doggy-adapted 
townhouse for his original model 
and her brood. 

But when he failed to emerge from 
his black-and-white period, the art 
world grew bored, and he ran out of 
cash... 


Mum and Dad (Delilah and Doug) 
became working dogs to keep their 
beloved home and brood together. 
SHE’S a top specialist at the 
hospital, while HE works at the fire 
station wrangling a bunch of 
bumbling fire fighters. 
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With two working parents, there’s a lot of 
pressure on Mum’s eldest son, Dylan, 
and Dad’s eldest daughter, Dolly, to keep 
the home fires burning, despite the fact 
that they’re still just kids who want to do 
their own thing. Cue one dotty comedy 
as Dylan and Dolly try to balance furry 
fun with family duty. 
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So here’s how it all breaks down. Dad 
brought 15 kids of his own, Mum brought 
15 of hers. They had another 15 together 
and then rescued a further 54 from 
shelters, pet shops and the street. Hey, 
as Dad always says, there was just too 
much love to go around. He can’t help it, 
he’s a hugger! 


In such an extreme sibling situation, 
there will be rivalry. Let’s just say it isn’t 
all holding paws and howling “Kumbaya”. 


Dylan 


master of the gadgets and the big ideas guy 


Dylan is a smart and soulful tween but a bit of a 
worrier. The dutiful first-born boy of his high- 
powered mother, he’s now at that age where he 
longs to break out and be his own dog. He has a 
deep desire to prove himself, and believes he 
can help save the world as a scientist and 
explorer. If he can make the crazy domestic 
ecosystem of the Dalmatian Street household 
function, why not the whole planet? These big 
dreams can clash with his daily duties and 
naturally cautious, introverted nature. He feels 
like he needs to be an expert at absolutely 
everything, and grow up as quickly as he can, 
but he’s still just an over-scheduled adolescent 
puppy with many anxieties. He’ll need to conquer 
both his many fears and his many chores to 
succeed. Every day there’s a moment when he 
wishes he could be alone, to indulge his dreamy 
poetic side, but in practice he can’t ever run too 
far from the chaotic family he adores. By 
necessity, he has become an extraordinary multi- 
tasker, always anticipating his younger siblings’ 
needs and potential disasters while 
simultaneously training for a Mars mission. 
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Dylan is a big thinker, who has personally 
figured out many of the processes, routines 
and gadgets needed to make the house work. 
He works closely with his apprentice and first 
mate Dawkins, the prodigiously gifted young 
engineering expert, to actually make these 
ideas happen. Together they see the whole 
household as an intensely engaging game and 
experiment—though in moments of stress, 
Dawkins may protest that Dylan is simply 
asking for the impossible. 


Dolly 


always up for a challenge, often goes too far 


Confident, optimistic and daring, Dolly often 
leaps without looking, talks without thinking 
and jumps in the do-do with all four paws. 
She's a natural jock: physically gifted and 
highly competitive. Her trigger word is ‘can’t’ 
and she never says no to a challenge—but 
she often takes things too far. She wants to 
break records, win the race and enjoy the 
applause. Her goals change daily but always 
revolve around doing something bigger, faster 
or crazier than ever before. Gregarious and 
hyper-social, she thrives on the company of 
her friends and siblings and feels lost and 
insecure when she’s alone. She likes to think 
she can makes friends with anyone, and is 
much more at ease than Dylan with the other 
dogs and animals in the neighbourhood. She 
doesn’t handle criticism well, no matter how 
well-intentioned. Most of all, she wants her 
whole family to be happy and can’t stand to 
see anyone she cares about feeling sad. 
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Dolly is her Dad’s top dog. Dolly’s approach to 
puppy care is distinctly “paws-off”, so she often 
causes as many headaches for her brother as 
the younger pups. But even Dolly has 
insecurities, she’d occasionally like to have her 
Dad to herself. She feels hurt when other 
dogs are mean to her. Plus she gets awkward 
around older, cooler teens... 


Dolly has two BFF’s outside the dotty 
household, Roxy the Rottweiler and Snowball 
the Pomeranian. 


Mum & Dad 


dogs with jobs 


Dylan and Dolly love their parents and 
understand they need to help out. Dylan takes 
on this responsibility with pride and is keen to 
please but sometimes Dolly’s antics get in the 
way of doing a good job, but Dolly thinks he’s a 
mummy’s boy. 

In her Dad’s eyes everything Dolly does is 
great and she can do no wrong, whereas 
although Mum is hugely proud of Dylan, he 
never feels quite good enough because she 
has very high standards. Dolly loves loves 
loves her Dad but would so so much like him 
to herself sometimes. 
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Top medical specialist Mum (Delilah) has 
dazzling diagnostic skills that would put House 
himself to shame 


One bark for measles. Two for flu. She works 
alongside the clueless Doctor Dave, who didn’t 
really know what he was doing until this doggy 
doc showed up. Mum takes her career very 
seriously, but although she’s an over-achiever 
with a high-stakes job, she always insists that 
they everyone sit and chow down together at 
least once a day.

Cruella is still obsessively nuts, 
and wants that coat she never got. 
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So she’s going to use Hunter to get 
it for her. Hunter isn’t in on the plot 
to turn the Dalmatians into fur coats 
— so there’s a glimmer of hope for 
him yet. He’s got his Dad’s DNA 
after all and a part of him secretly 
loves fluffy puppies. 


The Dalmatians have a ‘Wiffipedia’ 
of smells in jars, however, Mum 
and Dad have hidden away one 
with essence of DeVil. They had 
always hoped they would never 
have to tell the pups about this 
terrible threat to the family. 


Cuddles is Hunter’s villainous 
feline side-kick du jour. He’s also 
the least cuddly cat in history. 
Hunter’s always threatening to 
trade him in for a fluffier model, but 
Cuddles knows that no one else will 
ever apply for the job. All his 
attempts to help Hunter inevitably 
end with Cuddles’s claws clamped 
in his boss’s big head.

The DeVil Season Arc 


In the first quarter of the season, 
Hunter just appears occasionally in 
the background, on general look 
out for Dalmatians. 


By the second quarter, he appears 
more frequently after he discovers 
Triple D (The Triplets) in The Woof 
Factor. Now Hunter wants to find 
out if Triple D are related to Pongo 
and Purdy so he needs a DNA 
sample - and he succeeds in 
getting one in A Date with Destiny, 
Dallas. and Déja Vu. It’s a 
match! These are related to the 
original Dalmatians. 


Then in Doggy Da Vinci, Cuddles 
follows a paint trail to 101 
Dalmatian Street and this leads into 
our Mid-Season Special London, 
We Have a Problem. Having found 
out where the Dalmatians live, 
Hunter tricks Dylan into letting him 
into the house — motherload! 


He attempts to round them up and 


get them on a container to 
Switzerland but ends up shipping 
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himself! The DeVil threat is put on 
hold for a while at least....but then 


Hunter will finally free himself - and 
return with Cruella in tow for an 
epic season finale.
